Jim Knife, at Macleod, on the 17th 
| December, 1926. 

The Indian had obtained a bottle 
of rye from somewhere, and told 
Sergt. Howard of the R.C.M. Police 
at Cardston that he got it from the 
Albert Brothers, Macleod, The sum- 
mary trial was held on December 
20th before Magistrate T, H. Sted- 
man, who convicted and fined each 
of the accused $50 and costs. Notice 
of appeal was given the next day, 
and after trial before Judge Mac- 
Donald the appeal was upheld. 

The evidence fo rthe defence was 
that the Albert brothers never met 
or saw the Indian, and that they had 
not bought any rye, and that the In- 
dian never was in the house of the 
accused,’ The Indian was contradict- 
ed by all the witnesses.
